Keep itawayfiomgass grovv^rg in the 
water ard other debris that could cause propeller damage. These iterrs can 
jamthe propellers ard stop the submarine away fiomthe shore. 

• V\4en the batteries begin to lose power, the suimaririe slows down, lobe 
sure the sutmarine can make it back to the shore, always guide it in as soon 
as you notice itslow^rg down. 

• Do rxtleax^ your sutmaririe in the water when you firish playirg. V\/bter 
nright seep into the hull ard danrage electronic parts.
